MB. CHAIRMAN: 
But a few years ago the

Several times we 
have protested against this, and in the heat of 
debate have slain some of the invaders and un- 
covered their bulging domes of thought and 
filed the coverings away as mementoes of the 
argument, bnt they wonld send their soldiers 
and fire guns and reason with ns, and we have 
bowed to their wishes and generously moved 
back.

Mail Methods. 


The ways ot the United States mail are won- 


derful J The tram due in Mandan on Monday 
nigh! at 8:30 arrived yesterday morning. Ow- 
1DS to the short time that the train on Us pass- 
age west stopped at Bismarck, the Bismarck 
mail bound for the west was n t pnt aboard. 
The Bismarck postmaster, finding that the tram 
had been missed, dispatched a man with a team 
Bending by the messenger the bag containing 
mails for to urn we«t of Maadan and the bag for 
Mandan. This latter, besides containing the 
regnlaif mail, had a number of registered letters 
tor Mandan from the east. 
One would have 


supposed that the messenger wonld have left 
the Mandan bag at the po->toffice, seeing that he 
had to drive past, both on his way to the depot 
and also on his way back. Bnt he did not, he 
simply left it at the depot, and it was only be- 
cause t le man who carries the regular mail to 
the Mandan pnatoffice happened to have sharp 
eyes, that he got the mail at all. Truly the 
ways of Uncle Sam's servants—those who live 
in Bismarck—are wonderful. 


The i.bove is the Mandan Pioneer's story; now 


for the facts. The postmaster at Bismarck baa 
nothing: to do with transporting the mails be- 
tween the office and trains and did not send a 
team w th the mail to Mandan. 
On Tuesday 


morning the mail was all madejup, and had 
been fc r many hours, waiting for theitrain. A 
report i rom the train was received at the post- 
office frdng the time of its arrival here at a 
later He ur than that at which it actually did ar- 
rive, hence the postoffice people did not know it 
had arr :ved until the railway officials sent a team 
in greali haste to transport the mail and the route 
agent tc Mandan to catch it.

agent, 1 ad charge of the mail and had no more 
right to deliver it at the Mandan postoffice than, 
he had to tbr'ow it off to the bridge tender. He* 
took it to the Mandan depot and delivered it to 
the messenger there, as was his sworn duty, and 
while iik his car the Mandan mail garner at- 
tempted to throw the Mandan sack into the car 
and wo ild have done so had not Mr. Stout 
called r. is attention to the fact that it was a 
Mandan pouch.

A Boonier Abroad. 


Mr. H. S. Whitley, who left Bismarck last 


week, writes back that he is working hard, with ' 
fair prospects of suoce&s, to secure lower immi- 
grant rates to the Missouri slope. He had an 
extended interview with Northern Pacific officials 
at St Paul, in which he called their attention to 
the vast area of vacant railroad land in this 
region and the importance of the government 
land being peopled so that the valne of the 
companv's land may appeciate in value. He 
represented that tha roads leading to South Da- 
kota were giving low rates, and as a conseqnence 
that section was rapidly being settled, giving the 
railroads an immense carrying trade. Mr. Whit- 
ley advocated a rebate on round trip tickets to 
Bismarck for land seekers. The officials thought 
that a rebate on the fare ona way was sufficient. 
but Mr. Whitley held that our best settlers were 
those who first come ont to lock at the country 
and then return for their families, and that a re- 
bate for their families was a necessity. Mr. 
Whitlev was very mnc^ pleased with Mr. Fee, 
the general passenger arid ticket agent. He says 
he found him very willing and anxious to hear 
suggestions of any kind in the interest of the 
road and its patrons. He believed immigrant 
rates should be 
lowered and 
the matter 


WM now before Mr. Oakes. Mr. Fee was also in 
favor of excursions from Ohio, Michigan, Indi- 
ana and other states to Bismarck, giving the 
members very low rates. Mr. Hannaford, gen- 
eral freight agent, was absent, but his assistant 
said he was doing all in his power to establish a 
cheap immigrant car rate. 


• Mr. Whitley expressed himself as highly 
pleased with iis reception as a business man and 
citizen of Bismarck. He believed the most 
friendly and impartial relations now existed

A resident of New York 
or Florida cannot expect to raise trees in 
Dakota by farming the job out to Tom, 
Dick and Harry. It is monstrous to sup- 
pose that tie ten thousand non-residents 
who took put tree claims in Dakota last 
year, took them for the purpose of tree- 
pulture. Even if they wanted to rais* 
ten acres of trees, they could .never suc- 
ceed by thi proxy system. 
(Jur remedy 


is an amendment of the law confining 
the right of timber culture entry to resi- 
dents of Ihe particular township wherein 
the land to be taken is located. 
That 


would give[ all the land, appropriated for 
that purpose, to the actual settler in the 
immediate vicinity. We would go further, 
and limit the area taken to 80 acres, and 
make two claims in a section where there 
is only onej of 160 acres at present. The 
matter of tree culture, difficult at best, 
would be wholly in the hands of the farm- 
ers who would give it a fair test.

Another Report. 


F. W. McKinney, secretary of the Bismarck 


•chamber of commerce, arrived home Saturday 
fromj a visit of several weeks to New York 
and some of the New England states. Mr. 
HcKini ey is known at home as an enthusiastic 
worker for Dakota interests and when he goes 
east his enthusiasm increases to such an extent 
that the sleepy New Englanders question his 
sanity. Daring bis recent visit Mr. McEinney 
has not been idle and nt his own expense printed 
»nd eircnlated 7,000 circulars giving informa- 
tion relative to Dakota. He left behind him a 
Score or more of lieutenants ta continue the 
good work, and as a result a large number of 
people will ba induced to try their fortunes in 
Dakota. In the towns of Rnsbford, Cuba, and 
Olean, Alleghany county, New York, Mr. McEin 
nev BU cetdtd in forming the nucleus for a 
colony of at least one hundred persons, who 
will locate in Emmons county within the next 
six or eight weeks. 
The colony is known as the 


"Alleghaney colony," and the people are already 
enthusiastic over the prospects of founding new 
homes. They propose to locate as near together 
as possible in Emmons county, and will start a 
townsite and form a trading community of tbeir 
own. 


In response to several inquiries, Mr. McKin- 


ney stated that Dakota was well advertised, and 
that Bismarck was favorably known. 
'Ibe 


liveliest interest is manifested relative to the 
capital question, even as far east as Connecticut. 
In the matter of railroad advertising, however, 
the Northern Pacific is far behind its South 
Dakota competitors. 
The Chicago & North- 


western has numerous agents tbronghout the 
east, who are paid commissions of from $5 to 
$10 for each person induced to locate on their 
line of road, and the country is fairly carpeted 
with railroad advertisements, setting forth 
statistic s and facts relative to the South Dakota 
conntie s. 
Letters reciting the individual ex- 


periences of Dakota farmers are published in 
circular form and sown broadcast, and the ad- 
vertising is more extensive and more effective, 
and is circulated earlier in the season than that 
of the Northern Pacific. 
On his return, Mr. 


McKinney called the attention of the Northern 
Pacific officials to these facts, and over five 
thousand pieces of advertising matter were for 
warded to the different towns visited by Mr 
McEinney.

Bismarck to be known as the Bismarck Loan 
and Trust company, and it will commence busi- 
ness within a few weeks. The institution is a 
strong one, being composed of leading capital- 
ists and business men.

B. B. Mellon treasurer, and Frank La 
Wall secretary. The articles of incorporation 
that have been filed with the secretary of the 
territory fully set forth the object of the organ- 
ization aa follows:

SIODX BESEBVATION. 


An agreement has been reached between Sen 


atir Davis, Mr. Holman and others interests 
in the opening of the great Sioux reservation 
The proposition agreed upon is to open the ._„„ 
vation strictly for homestead settlement. It doe 
not permit settlers to commute their claims 
but obliges them to live the full five years 01 
their homesteads. 
The reservation will not 


therefore be open to pre-emption, timber cul- 
ture, private or scrip entry. The portion of the 
reservation to be opened will extend from the 
White river on the south to the Big Cheyenne 
on the north, embracing 22,000 square miles, or 
over 14,000,000 acres. The treaty provides for 
25,000 cattle for the Indians,'but the agreement 
also requires each settler to pay 20 cents an acre 
in addition to his homestead fee. This is to 
make np for whatever amount the government 
may see proper to advance tbe Indians.

Indianapolis Review. 


A touching little paragraph under the title, 


"4, Simple Life Without Regret," is floating 
through the newspapers like a paper ship on 
an aquarium. It is this: 


"Mr. A. Bronson Alcott said to an acquaint- 


ance: 1 early determined in life not to be a 
slave to things; not to put my life as a pledga 
for fine furniture, for luxuries, for the mater- 
ial Burroundings. We lived a simple hie, Mrs. 
Alcott and I, and I have never regretted it." 


-Yes, he lived a simple life, but he should not 


have included Mrs. Alcott in tho sM 
Her life \va§ not simple. Owing to her hus- 
band's transcendental 
foolishness she waa 


obliged to work like a slave for bread to put 
into her children's mouths as well as her own 
and the chap's who "early determined not to be 
a slave to things," Mr. Alcott has successfully 
carried out his determination. Somebody al- 
ways takes care of those who will not work. 
It seems (o be one of the laws which govern 
humanity that the drones of society are main- 
tained in opulence by the. working members. 
Those who will work may. Those who reso- 
lutely refuse to do anything are never com- 
pelled to toil. Mr. Alcott seems to be one of 
these. By his own showing his life at Fruit- 
land farm was one of inglorious ease, while his 
wife must have labored .like a galley slave, 
while being constantly harrassed by anxieties 
in regard to the food they would eat 
Mr. Al- 
cott's "simple life" did not take in the gross 
material cares of providing for his family. 
That vulgar duty fell upon his wife and chil- 
dren. His daughter Iiouisa hired ont as a 
nui-bo girl before she took up the pen, and 
since she has earned money as an author- 
ess, she has supported the family entirely. 
Oh, no, Mr. Alcott "never put 
his 
life 


a* a pledge 
for the material surround- 
ings." That duty which Thackeray says is 
much more imperative than the preparation of 
great worksr-to get his family their dinner— 
never disturbed Mr. Alcoit He mused and 
meditated, philosophized and sailed the seas of 
mental exaltation with a serene mind, while his 
family snatched up something for him to eat, 
earning it with the needle and the pen, and 
while at Fruitland with the hoe and rake. 


The little paragraph which represents Mr. 


Alcott as satisfied with his "simple life" is 
really very pretty and quite touching. To 
those who never hearj anything about the 
laborious and anxious life Mr: Alcott's wife 
and children led in con sequence of his rigid 
adherence to a simplicity which scorned food 
and raiment as far too gross &nd wordly for hia 
ideal it must seem very beautiful To those 
who know it does not. He has never regreted 
it 
Mrs. Alcott's regrets have never been pub- 


lished, for the reason, perhaps, that they 
would be too voluminous. 


A Much Misused Word.
